REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 1-18 and 20-21 are allowed because none of the prior art references of record teaches an 
an inkjet printer utilising at least one ink reservoir, ink being supplied from the ink reservoir 
through a pump chamber, the printer including an ink pumping mechanism for pressurizing the 
pump chamber, the ink pumping mechanism comprising an actuator that includes a body portion 
having an opening therein through which a camshaft of a cam extends in the combination as 
claimed. 

Claim 19 is allowed because none of the prior art references of record teaches a method of 
supplying ink from an ink reservoir of an inkjet printer through a pump chamber comprising a 
step of accommodating a cam on a camshaft that extends through an opening in an actuator, and 
rotating the cam to act on the actuator against a biasing element, so as to remove pressure from 
the pump chamber when the chamber is in need of refilling by the ink reservoir in the 
combination as claimed. 

Claims 22-23 are allowed because none of the prior art references of record teaches an actuator 
for an ink pump mechanism of an inkjet printer, the printer having an ink reservoir and a pump 
chamber that is pressurized by the ink pump mechanism, the actuator including a body portion 
defining an opening therein for accommodating the camshaft of a cam in the combination as 
claimed. 

Claims 24-27 are allowed because none of the prior art references of record teaches a method of 
making an inkjet printer having an ink pump mechanism for pressurizing a pump chamber of an 
ink reservoir, the method including a step of providing a cam for acting on an actuator to oppose 
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a biasing element, the cam being mounted on a camshaft that extends through the actuator in the 
combination as claimed. 

Claim 28 is allowed because none of the prior art references of record teaches a inkjet printer 
utilizing at least one ink reservoir, ink being supplied from the reservoir to a printhead through a 
variable-volume pump chamber, the printer including an ink pumping mechanism for 
pressurizing the pump chamber, the ink pumping mechanism including a compression spring 
mounted on a guide for biasing a slider to a position in which it pressurizes the chamber; and a 
cam for moving the slider to a position in which it does not pressurize the chamber, the slider 
defining an opening therein within which the cam is accommodated and including a cam 
follower with which said cam engages to move said slider in the combination as claimed. 

Citation of Pertinent Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The prior art reference (us Pat. 4,973,993; US Pat. 4,987,429; US Pat. 5,136,309; 
US pat. 6,109,740; US Pat. 5,320,250 and US Pat. 5,721,576) cited in the PTO 892 form show an 
ink refilling apparatus that is deemed to be relevant to the present invention. This reference 
should be reviewed.
